& very definite quota of substitutes for German workers, and that I would have to

Q You. knew, did you not, that you would not be able to get all the labor 
thet was necessary through volunteers; isn't that right? 

A Naturally, at the very beginning, I could not see that thoroughly and 
I must sey that, for instance, in the Ukraine, in the rural districts, normally, 
ebout 80% of the quotas were met through volunteers, but that wasn't fast enough 
for Sauckel,

A I regretted that the demands of Sauckel were so urgent that they could 
not be met by a continuation of voluntery recruitments and thus I submitted to 
the necessity of forced impressment, | 

Q Did you ever argue with Sauckel, that perhaps, in view of the fact that 

= the quotes could not be met by voluntary lebor, the labor recruiting program be 
abandoned except for whet recruits could be volunterily enrolled? 

A , I couldn't do that, because the numbers or allotments that Sauckel had 
received from the Fuehrer to meet, were absolutely binding for him, and I couldn't 
do anything about that. 

Q You were not opposed, as a wetter of principle, were you, to the use 
of forced labor? 

A I naturally had a lot of opposition in principle agsinst the system of 
forced labor, because it meant & terrific burden for the Eastern territories. 

e Q I am speaking now of the principle of forcing the people in these 
areas to work. Admittedly, administrative headeches were caused by enforcing 
any such system, but I am speaking now solely of principle involved, and not of 
the operations of any system of recruiting these people. | 

À Actually, yes. I was opposed, but I had to give in on these ideas 
because it was the desire of Hitler,

A I haven't hed any argument with Seuckel about it, but I remember writing

Thet ie right, In those letters I mostly discussed the possibility of 

finding the least harsh methods of hendling the matter; whereas, in no way, I 
placed myself in opposition to the orders thet he was carrying out for the Fuehrer, 
Q These principles of labor procurement, that were applicable in the 

Ukraine, were also applicable in Ostland; were they not?

he stated that epproximately 1,000,000 foreign workers would be needed from the 


Bast, and that thie 1,000,000 had to be transported within the space of four 
months from the date of the letter? 

A That is perfectly possible, Sauckel, in the course of his activities, 
as being specially charged by the Fuehrer, has at several times transmitted to

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Yes; that is Hierl's signature. 

Q Read the whole document, and see if you recall receiving it. 

A Yes, I am sure thet I received it. I might add here, just incidentally, 
thet during one of my trips I inspected the labor service of the Ukraine and 
inspected their quarters, and also looked at some of the semples of their crafts- 
manship, and that I would contradict the statement made here by Hierl, that it 
was & brutal form of forcing people into labor, but rather that it was a feirly 
efficient effort to emoloy people for special tasks that might arise from one 
moment to the other. 

Q Hierl saw more of then than you did, didn't he? 

A Yes, I admit that. I also think that there were certain statutes 
that had been the cause for this incident, and I think that they were revised 


in order to remedy the situation, of which Hierl warns here,

seen the original thereof? 
A That is a listing of all sorts of different points in which we, in 
our dealings with the ministries, tried to remedy the situation, 
Q Well, were the complaints set forth therein, regarding the treatment 
of Bastern workers in Germeny, justified? 


A From our point of view we felt thet they were all justified, but we 
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must take into account that at the time of the sudden arrival of 1,700,000 people 
from the East, the police took security measures and quite rightly said, "We 
cennot know what sort of people are coming here and, therefore, for the time 
being, we must be on our guard, and then later on we might more or less reduce 
the severity of our measures," 

Q My question is: were the complaints set forth therein justified? 

A Yes, naturally, many complaints were justified. 

Q You do identify the document before you as one that was received by 
you; is that correct? 

A Well, that must naturally be so. 

Q Do you have in mind that you received it? 

A I personally had not read it, but I don't exclude it, It probably 


ceme in, but, ae I say, it wasn't read by me, but the points mentioned are the 


same points on which we had harped consistently, but I must add here that, 


naturally, one could not possibly hope to eliminate them all, 

Q Is there any doubt in your mind as to the authenticity of the document} 

A No, I have none, 

Q Do you recall receiving a statement to the effect that ten-year-old 
children were being sent into the Reich to be used à workers? 

A Not as workers, but I do remember that during the retreat of Russian 
troops, during the retreat, because of the shootings, a lot of children were left 
orphans, and I remember thet we organized a sái in Odessa, which I also visited, 
for women and minor chilären, and I visited that camp during one of my inspections, 

t Q Thie is later than. that, This was in June, 1944, Do you reeall 
receiving a.report bianik the use of ten-year-old chilären as workers? 


A No, I cannot remember that. 
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Q I show you a photostatic reproduction of a document dated 6 June 1944, 
This document, for the record, is identified as 338-PS. I show you the signature 
appearing at the Notion of the letter, and ask you if you can identify it? 

À That ought. to be the signature of Beil. 

€ Do you identify it as such? 

A. Well, I have not seen the signature of Beil very often, I believe it 
is Beil's, - If it is headed "Labor Policy Division," then it must be Beil’s. 

Q I show you the entire letter, and ask you if that doesn't help you to 
recell whose signature it is, and what the incident is all about. 

Fr A I cannot remember the incident. 

Q Do you recall the signature now as thet of Beil? 

A Tt must be Beil. It is badly written, but with this heading of 
political divisions, it must be Beil. 


Q Do you recall receiving the document itself? 


A No; I cannot,

Q Is there any doubt in your mind as to its authenticity?

A No; I have none. 

Q You did receive reports, did you not, from time to time, regarding 
_ She treatment accorded the workers that hed been conscripted? 

e A Yes, May I emphasize here the following, One must consider that, 

firet of all, there was a very large number of people (in the course of time 
it reached 1,700,000) and, second, that naturally in these reports, the bad 
Senet ers would receive much more emphasis; whereas, it must be stated that an 
overwhelmingly ‘large number of people, especially those that went into the 
country, were placed on an équal basis with Germans, with German 2itls, and 
that they were given new clothing and were placed on the same level and footing 


as the Germans, and also in the great factories a continuous effort for betterment 


of the conditions was bein made, | ee’) 
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Q There were a lot of them who weren't treated so well, weren't there? 

A Well, yes, naturally. 

Q I show you a photostatic reproduction of a report dated 7 October 1942; 
the first of two pages, a second of five pages, and a third of two pages, 

A Well, that is definite, there is no doubt as to the authenticity of 
this document, This Teurer was liaison man of my office to one of the Army 
contingents in the South, 

Q Do you recall receiving those documents which are before you? 

A Well, I am pretty sure that the entire matter was reported to me, I 
am sure that I haven't read it in toto, but that I passed it on to my Main 
Division One, Chief Division #1. 

Q Do you identify the signature appearing on page 2 of the first document 
ae that of Teurer? 

A Well, frankly, I don't know Teurer's signature by heart, but I have no 
doubt about it, 

Q In other words, there is no doubt in your mind as to the authenticity 
of those documents which you have just read; is that right? 

A No, I have not, 

Q Yesterday we were discussing Koch, the Reich Commissioner for the 
Ukraine; do you remember that? 


A Yes, 


Q Isn't it a fact that you, in your plan for the administration of the 


Eastern territories, stated that a person with the firm and ruthless character- 
| 


istics of Koch would be necessary. for the position of Reich Commissioner? 
A I should have said that? On the contrary, I remember that when. the 


candidates for these different positions wore discussed with the Fuehrer, the 
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name of Koch was broucht up es a candidate for one of these posts, and I defin- 
itely stated that I did not want to have Koch in the Ukraine, 

Q Do you recall preparing a number of documents pertaining to the political 
preparation for the agsressive action against Russia? 

A Yes. I prepared some reports on these matters, 

Q Yes; you prepared them in April, May, June, July and August of 1941, 
didn't you? 

A Yes, just about that. 

Q -There is a whole folder containing these plans that was contained in 
your files; isn't that right? 

A Yes, 

Q There are some forty-one documents altogether, end I won't take the 
time to show them to you, because many of them are quite lengthy, but you do 
recognize that a number of different documents were prepared by you, or persons 
under your suvervision and control, with reference to the matters that we have 
just diecussed; is that correct? 

A Yes, absolutely. 
Q Getting back again to Koch, Bormann was one of Koch's supporters, wes 


he not? 


Yes, I should say Bormann mas supported Koch, particularly in those 


Who was Dr, Leibrandt? 


Dr. Leibrandt was for a considerable time the Chief of my Political 


Division in the Ministry for Eastern Occupied Territories, 


Q Who was Dr, Markull? 


A Markull, he was an assistant of hie, 
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= Q-- Do you recall Markull preparing a memorandum reapers statements made 
ty Bormann, and statements made by Koch? 


/ 
A Well, it is possible that there was made such a listing of statements, 


which also will have led to the argument that I had later on with Koch, 


Q Do you recall Leibrandt forwarding to you this statement made by Markull, 
concerning Bormann and Koch? 

A Leibrandt no doubt has reported to me on that. A lengthy report I 
really can't recall right now, but you know how these things are done, I mean 


he probably reported to me orally, end in somewhat shorter form wrote a written 


report which afterwards was filed, Thet might have entered into my files without 


having been studied, 

Q I ehow you a photostatic reproduction of a letter dated 5 September 1942, 
together with a photostatic reproduction of a report, some fifteen paces in 
length, dated 19 August 1942. I show you the signature on the letter dated 
5 September 1942, and ask you if you identify it as the signature of Dr. Leibrandt? 

A Yes; it is Leibrandt's signature, 

Q I show you the initials appearing on the last page of the second 
document, and ask if these are the intials of Markull? 

A That I can't identify. 

Q | For the record, both of these are identified as R-36, I now show you 
the letter and enclosed report, and I ask you if you have ever seen the originals 
of them before? | 

A | I can recall the letter thet Bormann wrote me, Since the letter did 
come from the Supreme Headquarters of the Fuehrer, I wrote a letter to Bormann 


in which I told him that he needn't worry about anything, but, on the other hand,. 


I did have a meeting with my staff, and as a result of thet meeting, we did create 
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a special schooling staff and issued that schooling decree, and several others 


` 


resulted from them, 

Q Do you identify both of the documents before you as_having been 
received by you? 

A I know that I received the letter, but I must say that I did not read 
ART PR report, I remember at Siar bökanicn saying to Leibrandt that, "Well, 
the letter comes from Bormann and the Fuehrer, the General Headquarters, and we 
have to der them and calm them but, on the ster hand. when it comes to our 
actuel work, we have to make our plans independently." 

Q Is there eny doubt in your mind regarding the authenticity of either 
document? 

No, I have none, 


Do you remember my asking you once before the identity of Veli Kajum- 


Yee, 
Who was he? 

A The Turkestan groups in the Bastern territories had had a representetive 
who had died, and I remember that they got together in Vienna, and at that time 
they presented, as their speaker for the future, this Kajum-Chan, and I remember 
that from then on, this particular man was made the liaison man of the Turkes- 
tanien interests with my East Ministry. 

(a) Do you recell whether or not he was in your Es on your payroll? 

A I don't know whether he was actually on our payroll, or whether he had 

means of his own, -but naturally, all these different aid committees of the 
vil ous minoritiee did receive financial assistance from us. 


Q As a Mätter of fact, there were two Türkestäntancomnittees; were there 


not? 
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A Well, as I said before, there were these various groups and, naturally, 
since there were different tribes of the Turkestanians, there was bounä to be 
some friction, and in order to stop that we recoznized thie man that had been put 
forth at the Vienna meeting, Kajum-Chan, but I also do recsll that the police 
had somebody else whom they had put forth. 

I show you a letter dated 25 March 1945, adäressed to Kajun-Chan, 
purporting to bear your signature, For the record, thie letter is identified 
as 1754-PS.- Do you identify the signature appearing tne hat of yourself; 


end do you recall sending the letter to Kajum-Chan? 

A Yes, This man wes, after this initial friction, put forth and woriced 
for us for two and a half years, and during his activity we found him to be an 
honest man and a man of great integrity, and thus on one occasion I

identify the letter as one you wrote to Ka jum-Chen 


do, 
Q I show you a six-nage mimeogrepheë document dated May, 1942, I ask 
you if this is a document that was prepared by you for issue? For the record, 
it is identified as 215-PS, 
A To determine this particular concept, there have been discussions 
with our ministry and the Ministry of the Interior, and I remember that a certain 
agreement was reached, 


(a) The concept that you are diecussing, is that of a definition of a Jew; 
is that right? - | 

Yes. 

Do you recall the perticuler document which is before you? 


A That particular thing I do not recall, but I do remember that there 


were discussions on this particular subject, but I must say that those things

were handled by the specialists on the topic, and so I myself kent somewhat aloof 
of it because they had to be in agreement with the laws, the so-called German

Q Is there any doubt in your mind, as to the authenticity of the document, 
which is before you? | 

A No, there isn't, 

Q Is there any statement you wish to make at this time regarding any of 
the matters concerning which you have been questioned this afternoon? 

I would like to emphasize the fact that on all the topics that we have 
spoken about today, particularly, the forced labor, there was the detailed 
directive that I issued on the 14th of December, 1943, and which had reference 
to all these particular pointe and which, incidentally, said that this directive 
was not only to be distributed, but it was to be read to all the individual 
leaders of the various groups in the factories, and I feel that that somehow 
clarifies a lot of points that were brought up, |
